iN THE EMPIRE EWA 


Four centuries ago Portugal changed the 
map ef the world by her epochal achieve- 
ments in discovery. The vast wealth that 
poured into her treasury did much to shape 
the course of European affairs. 

No unsupported bombast was the title 
assumed by the monarchs: “King, by the 
grace of God, of Pottuzal and of the Al- 
garves, both on this side of the sea and 
beyond in Afric, Lord of Guinea and of 
Conquest, Navigation, and Commerce of 
Ethiopia, Arabia, Persia, and India." 

Then, too, there were the Azores, Ma- 
deirn, and gigantic Brazil, whose riches 
proved even greater ond more permanent 
than the commerce Portugal pioneered in 
the Far East. 

But jean years came. Energetic Nether- 
lands traders captured many of the Orhent's 


markets; Indian monopolies vanished: Bra- 
zl waxed! strong and became independent. 
Wars, internal confusion, and improvident 
rulers contributed further to her dechine, 
During the last century Portugal has seen 
much of economic depression, 

In the past ten years, however, new life 
has stirred in this historic nation. Though 
less spectacular than soiling the seas in 
at ms the mysteries of Alrica or the 
w of the Indies, Portugal's program 
of rehabilitation has been seek teat im- 
pressive, 

Today new foundations have bren laid 
in the £stade Nove, or New State. Portu- 
val has been able to maintiin a balanced 
budget. Ports, roads, municipal corpora- 
tions, civic welfare, schools, and public 
milerprise haye (elt the quickened! prulse 
beat of the new order. 

Modernistic apartment houses are rising 
even on Lisbon's “revolution hill 


ROADS REPLACE CANT. TRAILS 


During my. visit in October and Novem- 
her f motored nearly 3,000 miles over the 
network of roads that spread the length 
av breadth of the country, 

A few years ago many were hardly more 
than marke left by the ancient, wayward 
wanderings of itinerant oONcHTLS, and were 
alternately deep with mud or choked with 
pallicl dust, Now they haye surfaces of 
gravel or stone (page 164), 

Side-stepping mules and lumbering oxen 
are still the chief hazards to fenders in 
rural districts, but the motorist who blithely 
SWEIVes round a corner without giving warn- 
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yearly for each of the 
7260,000 inhabitants. 
Walking, however, is by 
no mepis a lost art, See 
Ing women, graceful as 
Greek goddesses, with 
heavy water jars or bas- 
kets of produce perched 
on their heads emphasizes 
that fact (Plote V1! ane 
page 147).

LISWON NEAREST, CONTINENTAL CAPITAL TO 
WASHINGTON, DO. C 


Lisbon, or Lishoa, as it is locally called, 
is the nesrest continental capital to Wash- 
ington, TD. (. Tt is approximately the 
same size and lies at almost exactly the 
same parallel as our National Capital. In- 
stead of a “city of magnificent distances,” 
eae er, Lisbon is a city of magnificent 
hill<." 

This irvesmile moltihged panorama vat 
cliff terraces rearing abowe the Tagus in- 
vites Comparison with Naples: and Istanbul. 
As background it lacks a Vesuvius or the 
speitpoints of minarets; yet it still achieves 
the spectacular with its bright buildings, 
sprawling palaces, subtropical garderms, ane 
ale fort, 

Between the somber battlements: of St. 
George, once a Moorish stronghold, and 
the modem wharves more than eight cen 
turies of visible history are spread in im- 
pressive array, 

Many other centuries, dating back to 
Phoenician and Roman -occupation, have 
been covered by its growth. 


A CITY OF STERP HAILCS 


Once-ashore, we gain new perspective of 
the city’s hills, Instead of the single curved 
range that appears from the horbor, there 
are several separate eminences- Lisbon 
spreads aver more hills than die) ancient 
Rome, And they are steeper. Venture 
away from the Praca do Gommercio, the 
Rocio (Rossin), and the long Aveniela da 
Liberdade, which cleaves the city in half, 
and one must climb (page 139), 

Motorcars take circuitous routes, and 
even then often have to growl up in low 
gear, Tramways and cog-wheeled cars ron 
everywhere, but they climb meanny slopes 
and twist around unbelievable corners 
(pate 140). On the narrow, precipitous 
streels men are station’! at each curve 
with paddles: painted red on one-side and 
green on the other to flash stop and go sig- 
nals, for passing is impossible (Plate IT1). 

Zigzngging flichis of stairs provide many

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short ¢uts for pedestrians, Down near the 
Roche an unideécorative but singularly prac- 
tical elevator lifts passengers to a platform 
several stories aloft, whence they can:walk 
Wiest 4 causeway that spans a few roof 
tops to reach one of the upper levels above 
the Chiado, chief shopping district (p. 138). 

In both the eistern, or older, section of 
the city and in the newer western district, 
the streets twist and branch off at every 
conceivable angle. 

Only the Cidade Baixa, or Lower City, 
possesses Stratht, parallel thoroughfares. 
These came after a disastrous earthquake, 
lidal wave, und fire wrecked and gutted the 
capital in 1755. 

Residents gasped when the Marquis de 
Pombal, trusted minister of John V and 
King Joseph, blocked out wide streets back 
from the spacious water-fromt square, the 
Praca do Commercio, Wet, today these 
streets, which were comeiderecd) such a. fla- 
grant waste of space, have hod ta be con- 
verted into oneway thoroichtares. 


“ROLLING-MOTION SQUARE” 
Bevond these precise building blocks, 


amd separated trom the magnificent wide 


Avenida da Liberdade by only 4 short “bot- 
Heneck’’ between the end of the National 
Theater and the mock-Moorish facade of 
the railway station, liez the Kocia, 
Officially this square is the Praca de 
Dom Petro [V¥—that same Pedro who be- 
came the first miler of independent Brazil 
as Medro I—but no one calls it that. Few 
even Ipok long. at his stutue; they're too 
lusy keeping an eye on the automobiles 
und streetcars that surce about the place. 
The wavy-patterned paving of black 
basalt and white limestone, which. formerly 
caused it to be dubbed “Rolling-Motion 
Square” by sailors on shore leave, has 
been almost completely removed to lessen

Once this square was a public execution 
ground and a bull ring. Traciitional, bull- 
fights are still a major sport. in Lisbon, but 
now are held in a large red bandbox arena 
near the northern edge of the city. The 
bulls are not killed: instead, the fights ¢lis-

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onl conquest of this ancient port 
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In rilway stations Lishon is probably 
unique. The trains from the north come 
in through o tunnel, yet one has to go wp 
tiors, not down, to pet to the cars. The 
Taiiway station for the south has not even 
trains? Passengers leave by ferry, which 
tates them across the Tagus to the trains 
at Barreiro. 

Only the station at Cais do Sodre, from 
which depart electric cars for Estoril and 
other pesort towns on the Portuguese 
“Riviern,” follows the conventional idea. 

This latter station is popular for vaca- 
tiomists whe go to swim anel suntan on that 
sunny strip of subtropical coastline. 

The motor raad along the river is even 
more popular, so much so that the State 
is plunning a wide shore drive. Its land- 
scaping is to include the removal of the 
vasworks that sencs billowing snipes over 
Belem wot the Monastery of Jeromymos, 
now an orphanage (pages 134 and 135). 

During the summer months, thousands 
of Lishon's population move out to the 
beaches, some of the business men. com- 
muting back and forth daily, Many Spun- 
ish also weed to holiday here, In winter, 
when for and cold grip the British Isles, 
nittibers of English come down to enjov 
the blue skies and gladdening: sun. 

Net many miles from Estoril is the rocky 
hill of Pena, topped hy a Germanic wingrer- 
bread castle that was built mm 1440 for 
Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, consort of Maria Tl. ‘The rooms 
from which Manuel fed an October 4, 1910, 
have been kept in their original state. 

From the castle's parapets one can look 
across to Moorish ramparts on the near-by 
mountain spur and down upon the roofs of 
lovely Sintra (or Cintra), 


SthtuaAa Ss “GLORIOUS oEN” 


“To leave out Sintra in seeing the world 
tomo better than traveling blindfolded," 
declares a local proverb. 

Byron, Southey, and Hans Christian An- 
dersen have sung the praises of Sintra’s 

“Glorious Eden.” Many others have also 
described the strange, conical kitchen chim- 
neve of the old half-Moorish palace and 
the dining room with its famous magpie 
ceiling, where each of the birds echoes 
“Por Bem” (All in Honor)—the only re- 
mark that the confused Dom Joao I had to 
offer when haughty Queen Philippa caught 
him kissing a maid of honor while present- 
ing a Tase (pages 157 and 181). 
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Although those 134 magmes tay twit that 
first Jodo of his indiscretion, the massive 
Convent at Mafra, 10 miles to the north, 
accuses Oo later Joao of even greater folly. 

Jo&a V vowed that if he were blessed with 
an heir to the thrane he would convert his 
poorest monastery into the most magnifi- 
cent, The heir came, and the proud father 
lawished the equivalent of 420,000,000 on 
convent which possesses more than 4,500 
doors and windows, 

[ts erection, ft is said, extended over 15 
Vears, even though at one time as many a5 
45,000 men were employed (page 141), 

This immense structure is now used in 
part a6 a barracks and military school. But, 
in its present state of disrepair, it looks 
melancholy indeed—a melancholy heicht- 
ened by the realization that its stupendqus 
cost did much to hasten the financial col- 
lapse of the Nation. 

The glittering array of gilded coaches 
that belonged to this and other monarchs, 
which we see upon our return to Belém, 
further emphasizes the royal grandeur that 
persisted Jony after the golden streams from 
Toda and Brasil had ceased to flow. 


PORTO AND THE WINE HARVEST 
THRILLS 

From Lisbon we went north to see Parto 
and the wine harvest. Already the grapes 
had been picked from the C ‘olares and other 
Vineyards in central Portugal, But in the 
port-wine fields of the Douro Valley and 
the mountain districts the vintage was still 
in progress. So we hurried there. 

The approach ta Porto provitles a visual 
thrill. Like Lisbon, it rises on sharp hills 
abowe the river, Its vainlegited maze of 
buildings so crowds the precipitous bluffs 
that there seems scarcely room for streets 
or even alleys. 

The Douro, however, as ii sweeps past 
the city is confined within a deep, narrow 
gorge (page 144), 

Two bridges span this bold, river-hewn 
canyon. One carries the railway, the other 
vehicular traffic. Both are long single-arch 
spans, but the latter, in addition to having 
A roadway running across its summit, sup- 
ports a second thoroughfare which hangs 
far below the arch to connect the two banks 
at a level not Jar abiwe the water. 

A san! bar blucks the river mouth, so 
that ocean traffic is handled at the modern 
Fort of Leixées, a few miles distant. Still, 
as you motor across the upper level of the

bridge, vou look down upon & curving pani

Twisting around a few sharp bends from 
the spick-ond-span business district, we 
head down o steeply tilted street anc cone 
ti the bustling water front, ‘The -smells 
help guide tis. Here women stevedores 
stride along with baskets of coal, fish, vege- 
tables, boxes, bales, and even piles of cor- 
ruvated-irun rooting on their heads. 

Men load and unload trucks and oxcarts, 
Formerly these carts, drawn by sleek 
brown oxen with incredibly long hors, 
were the -sole carriers of Pirto’s 2oords. 
Now they are being eliminated as rapidly 
cue posstbile, Within a short time one ie 
have to go into the country to find the 
hich hand-carved and gaucily painted yokes 
that have so long been & picturesque fea- 
ture in the city streets (Plate VII). 

Among medern structures, our friendly 

cicerone pointed out the cathedral where 
Nom Joao 1, of “Por Bem” fame, ancl Eng- 
lish Philippa of Lancaster were married in 
1487, and alse the remains of the old palace 
where their son, Prince Henry the Navi- 
rator, wae bern, 

A-slab set in the wall down by the water 
front keeps Porte from forgetting that 
awful day of March 27, 1809, when Na- 
poleon's forces under Marshal Soult cut 
dewn many of the civilian townsfolk, while 
others, escaping in terror, were drowned os 
a flimsy pontoon bridge over the Douro 
Collapsed under their weight. Meare than 
18.000 perished on that day. 

Two months later it wits Soult’s turn to 
flee. Sir Arthur Wellesley (Inter the Duke 
of Wellington) in a surprise attack set the 
French legions to rout and then stayed to 
eat the meal prepared for Soult. 

HOW. PORTUGAL OOT ITS SAME 

As Porto measures time, these are but 
recent events, In ancient days, long be- 
fore the Moors laid) it waste, it was the 
Roman Portus Cale, whence was derived 
the name Portugal. Férto also named the 
country’s chief export—the mellow “port” 
wine. 

At Vila Nova de Gaia, on the southern 
bank of the river, are numerous armarens, 
or wine lodges, where vast quantities of 
port and other wines are stored, bottled, 
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amt prepared for shipment. Several of 
these are Jong-established English) com- 
panies, for port wine secured preferential 
treatment from the British by the Methuen 
Treaty of 1703. 

The port-wine vineyards themselves are 
nearly a hundred miles wp the Spanizh- 
born Dyoura from Porte, Like the Igornt 
rice fields of the Philippines, they stairstep 
the precipitows mountainsides that tilt up 
from the twisting course of the river. 

Sa narrow ore some of the helds that 
they can support only a single row of vines, 
Everywhere stone retaining walls dwarf the 
areas of cultivable anil. 

“Other countries try to copy our part,” 
explained a Porto winetaster, ‘They can't 
quite do it, The blending, af course, means 
much, Yet the real secret Tes in the right 
combination of sin, soil, and rain, 

“No other country, oot even Portugal it- 
elf, outside the small district on the Dowro, 
has that combination satistiactorv fir pro- 
ducing the particular quality of grape re- 
quired for this wine,” 

We made the journey up to the town of 
Péen da Regua, in the heart of the port dis- 
trict, at might. It was a thrilling “follow 
the leader” motor drive, with some. officials 
ofa Porte wine lodge acting as our escorts. 

The driver of their car knew the rid: 
mine did not, In the eerie moonlight the 
route seemed all breakneck curves and 
breath-taking canyons: Mountains loomed 
up black against the brighter sky. 


THE SPLENINO OF THE VINEVARDE 


Babylon's hanging gardens, T am sure, 
never surpassed the splendor tht met our 
tase the next inorting. Autumn frosts had 
already touched the vines. Golds, oranges, 
and reds, in. which greens still minvled, 
splashed the crumpled hills ( Plate XIV).

LUSITANIA'’S GAWDEN PROVINCE 


Near Braga the hills drop: away and [er- 
lility increases: From the heighis we could 
lock out over the wide coastal region of 
Minho Province, often called the “Garden 
of Portugal.” Fields of vines, corn, and 
other crops checkered the countryside. 

Nearly balf of the corn raised in Portugal 
i grown in Minho and in T'ras os Montes: 
Long, slender comeribs, raised an pillars, 
and tall stacks of the fodder, often built 
iround small trees, are conspicuous every- 
where in these northern farmlands. 

A few miles before reaching Hraga, we 
turned south to visit old Guimaras, birth- 
place of Portuguese independence, 


Back in 1095, tree-lancing Henry of 
Burgundy was given this northern section 
ol the country as a dependent fief by his 
father-in-law, the King of Leon, partly as 
a Belated wedding present and partiy for 
services rendered with his sword. It was a 
sort of glorified hunting estate, in which 
the game was infidel Moors. Along with it 
was the cast! Suggestion: “Ii you need 
more fame, gu south.” 

Guimaras Castle became Henry's heac- 
quarters, And he accounted well for him- 
sell in his expeditions out from its severe 
stone walls, His sen, the doughty Affons 
Henriques, who was born here, did even 
better, In awilt, businesslike strokes with 
his sword he severed Portugal from Spain, 
und became the country’s first king. 

He also set many Moors to rout as he

ECHOES OF LONG AGO 


The ol) walls of Guimariis Castle still 
stand. And the traditions that cluster about 
those enrly victories, rather than Eppes 
veoeraphical hartiers, delimit Portugal from 
Spain (map, page 134). 

Indeed, Guimariis,; Braga, Barcelos, and 
the country round. about are steepwe| in 
tradition. In ruins, monuments, castles, and 
Roman roads, one can trace history back 
inte the féealm of mere conjecture. For, 
only a few miles from (Guimarais, arche- 
ologists’ spades have brought to light the 
ruined walla of round stome houses, en- 
closed by rectangular yards, between which 
run paved Guiseways, 

c ieania they call this one-time town sup- 
posedly occupied by Celtiberians long be- 
fore the Romans came. Another of these 
ruins has recently been uncovered on the 
hill shove Vinna do Castelo. (page 141). 

Gorgeous costumes and festivals still 
survive here in Minho. As in many other 
regions that once had distinctive -garb, 


many hand-woven, rainbow-hued costumes 


have disappeared with the introduction of 
uniform machine-made clothes, Enough 
still remains, however, to transform festi- 
vals into scenes of chromatic splendor. 

The costumes that I had seen adapted 
to the Lishon stage had not exaggerated

Modeled after the Manudine style, 
its stonework bristles with carved ropes, 
knots, armillary spheres, and ither fanclfiil 
tlesinms that feutured the typical Portuguese 
art which flourished during the time of the 
country’s hevday of discovery under King 
Manoel T, 

Not always has the district had the calm 
of monastic life or the quiet that it now 
enjoys. Scott wrote of it as “grim Bus- 
sams iron ridge.”

Swinging back to the Mondego again at 
Penacova, we followed the river trench, 
Men were pulling boats upstreim by long 
lowropes past rows of womenfolk whi 
thumped and rinsed clothes wlane the 
shores.

Then came Coimbra, tis proud hill of 
rainbow-tinted buildin blocks mirrored 
double in the placid stream, “Lusitanian 
Athens” many have called this ancient seat 
af government and learning in Portugal. 
Affonse Henriques and several of his sucees- 
sors ruled here before the: roval residence 
was moved to Lisbon, Here -six of the 
country’s kings were born (Plate V). 

When we arrived, workmen were just 
taking down an archway which had recently 
added ire color and dignity to the 600ch 
anniversary celebration in henor of [sabel, 
the sainted queen. 

I suppose there had also been many 
roses. for upon them hangs a tale. 


Isabel was much given to acts of charity, 
Her hiwband, King Diniz, thowh a builder 
of cities ond a champion of avricultural de- 
velopment, had a reputation for unusual 
personal thrift, Seeing his goudly queen 
one day with a suspiciously bulging apron, 
Diniz wanted to know what she was carry- 
ing concealed in it. Considerably flu 
tered, Isabel hastened to assert that she 
wits carrying pinky “reses.” 

Probably she was even more amazed than 
the 1 inquiring Dom when the opened apron 
revealed just that—roses—nothing else, A 
friendly deity had changed fib to miracle! 
So Senta Rotnia (Sainted Queen) Isabel 
has become. 

Dom Diniz became no saint, but he is 
remembered as the good hushandman, ‘be- 
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couse he tormed his warrior people to 
thoughts of apriculture.

dante to halt the movement of enerdach- 
ing sands. Today, the pine forests produce 
quantities of turpentine. As in Japan, the 
peasants wlso rake up the needles for fuel. 

Dom Diniz did even more of lasting im- 
port. The famous old university that oc- 
cupies the hill crest of pyramidal Coimbra 
was established by him. 

He founded it first at Lisbon in 1290 and 
shorth: thereafter transferred it here, It 
has since made two trips back to Lishon., 
but for the lasi 400 years the flower of 
Portugal's youth has been climbing these 
slopes: regularly lo attend classes in low, 
medicine, mathematics, philosophy, letters, 
and pharmacy.

THREE MEMOWVABLE SHRINES 


Not far south and cast of Leiria te a 
triumvirate of towns—Batelha, Alcobaca, 
and Tomar—noted for their magnificent 
ecclesiastical monuments, 

Batalhoa js the Battle Abbey of Portugal, 
A gem of Gothic architecture, which ranks 
amone the fmest in the world, the chorch of 
Santa Maria de Vitoria (page 159) stands 
as eloquent testimony of the virturions de- 
fense of Jiao 1, Master of Avis, in crushing 
the attempted domination of the Spanish on 
the near-by fields of Aljubarrota: (1385). 

Citwardly, the eold-toned stone abbey 
appears unduly flattened because of its 
location in a depression anc lack af lofty 
site. Hut inside. the Gothic arches seem 
te soar ewen higher than their 106 feet, for 
the church is unusually long for its width. 

In a side chapel rest Dom Jogo and his 
Enghah queen, thelr carved! effigies linked 
hand in hond. Ves, this the roval couple 
af the “Por Bem” magpies (page 148); on 
the tomb that motto is repeated over and 
over, 

About them are their four younger som. 
The eldest, Duarte, who succeeded his fa- 
ther in the kinyship, lies beside his queen in 
the apsidal chapel. 

OF from the lovely cloisters, benenth a 
simple tlower-strewn slab, are buried Por- 
tugal’s Unknown Soldiers of the World War. 

The former Cistercian monastery at Al 
cobaga antedates Hatalha by more than 200 
years. Tt is also larger, Austere simplicity 
was the keynote uf the medieval architects, 
as itowas also the rule af the Order. 

But, ae time passed, the life af the monks 
become much less simple, The mvammoth 
stove in the kitchen did heavy duty; their 
tables groaned with food, even when the 
poverty-stricken countryside hungered, Al- 
most literally they ate themselves wut of 
howse and home.

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THE RISE ANT) FALL OF NANKING*

cM years ago Nanking hacl roughly 
400.000 inhabliants: more than 4 


& million people were making their 
homes: in the Chinese capital when the-exo- 
dus begin list November. 

In 1928 the city had no lighting svatem 
worthy of the name, no water works, no 
Sowers; normally, now, its wile therough- 
fares: blaze with neon lights, modern sani: 
tition has been tustallerd, and water rims 
from the tap instead of being sold in the 
sirrets by the caskful. From w straggling, 
uvetnrown Village, tucked away behind its 
immense encircling wall, Nanking fast de 
veloped into China’s most progressive me- 
tropolis. 

This amazing evolution was cuchleved In 
the face of bitter scepticism among those 
Chinese and foreigners whe resented the re 
moval of the Nation's capital from Peiping, 
with its rich tradithim of bygone grandeur 
and its comfortable amenities, Upstart 
Nanking was set as o mere militurist 
stronghold, daamed to extinction so soon 
os a mivhtier man than ‘Generalissimo 
Chisne Kai-shek shoul arise. | 

This attitude gave way to a feeling of 
confidence, and within the past two or three 
years most of the huge Chinese banks 
erected, bulldings and opened branches in 
the capital. Land values in the business 
section skyrocketed) by as much as TOO per 
cent, compared with the prices prevadling 
less than a decade ave. 


CENTFH OF RAILS AND ROADS 


Nanking has always been accity of his- 
trical interest, scenic beauty, and strategic 
importance, Situated on the right hank 
of) the Yanere River, about 200 miles 
from Shanghai, it is connected with other 
important centers by river we well as by the 
Tientsin-Pukow, Shanghai-Nanking, sal 
Shutughai-Aangchiw-Ningpy railways, fn 
recent years it has become the tecminul 
point alse ofa vast network of interurban 
and interrovinetal highways, 

Figuring prominently in Chinese histeny 
ior morte than 2.000 veers, Nanking has ex- 
perienced many periods af glory, alternat- 
Ing. With eclipsecand tragedy. Tt hos: teen 
the capital of severa) dynasties, and has 
been known by different names, 

As Nanking, literally “southern ¢apital,” 
it dates only from the founding of the Ming 


TRG 


dynasty in 1363, First called “Ginling” 
(preserved to this dav as the name of a 
women's university established in Nanking 
inder American missionary auspices), the 
hame was changed several centuries before 
Christ to Tanyang” and later to “Kiang- 
nan and “Shenechow,” 

The Jast emperors to reside in Nanking 
were the early Mings, whose dynasty was 
funded here in 1368 by Hung Wu, a bold 
soldier of fortune who began life as a 
Buddhist monk. Ruins of their tombs, pul- 
aces, and imperial pleasances still remain as 
Picturesque memenins of Nanking'’s golden 
age. The third Ming emperor, Yung Lo, 
deserter! the city for Peking (now Peiping) 
in the carly 1400's to exert more effective 
control over the northeny part of his domin- 
Wnt, threttened at that time by invading 
AfLoncul ane Tatar tribesmen, 

In addition to persistent destruction by 
conshunt warfare, floods, storms, and earth- 
qUuokes, Nanking has twice suffered almost 
complete annihilation, . 

The first time was at the end of the sixth 
century when conquering hordes razed every 
important building. and ploughed up most 
of the land inside the city walls sq that no 
trace of its former beauty should remain. 

The second destruction took place be- 
tween 1853 and 1804, when Nanking fella 
prey to the fonattcal vandalism of the ‘Tai- 
ping rebels, who swept the country, mas- 
sucring, pillaging, and burning as they went. 
When finally driven from the city, they left 
behind them litthe more than a smoldering 
heap ofruins frym which half of the popula- 
tion had flee) m terror. 

An Englishman who visited the city in 
[S6) wrote of the terrible desolation: “The 
city of Nanking, as Well as the sultrhs, 
the ald tambs of the Ming Emperors, and 
the Limon: Porcelain Pageda, are utterly 
destroyed. The walls are very high, 20 
tiles in cirouit; but the once wide and 
Well paved streets are merely roads leading 
through heans of bricks. The palaces nf

This ie perhaps the best 
laid out and the most attractive of all of 
ihe government quarters erectel so far. 
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For thiz-a goo! share of the credit must be 
given to Sun Fo, son of Dr, Sun Yat-sen, 
who served as Minister of Railways at the 
time when the building was planned. 

‘Two vears later the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs was howd ina substantial brick 
building (page 217), and im the following 

vear the ornate Ministry of Conmmunica- 
tions was completed (page 214). . Planner! 
hv a Russian architect. the latter is perhaps 
the most imposing of all of the government 
edifices, [ts green-tiled, curving roofs mike 
a picturesque landmark reminiscent of the 
frilaces of imperial Peking: 

Other buildings followed in rapid muc- 
cession.

WATER, FROM COOLIES. TO MTERS 


Among the first public-utility undertak- 
ings te be tackled was the city water works. 
Construction was shirled! in 1929, but not 
until 1933 wos the work uwihvanced enouch 
to serve a section of the rising city, Up 
to that time rich and poor alike were 
obliged tu depend upen the centuries-old 
system by which water was carried to the 
doorstep on coolie hack, ‘Today Nanking 
has some 4,000 meter consumers, anc hun- 
dreds of thousands of poorer folk bury their 
supplies irom the municipal water stations 
scattered throuighiut the city, 

Lucking sprinw water, Nanking depends 
for ita water supply upon the mighty, khaki- 
colored Vangtae, which rolls on past the 
cliv s front doorstep after having boiversed 
the breadth of the country, Supplies are 
drawn from the river above the little port 
af Asinkuan at a point where the danger of 
pollirtion is reduced to a minima, 

The river is led te a pumping station 
through sedimentation basins, where alum 
and bleaching powder are used, and to a 
coagulation basin, where it is held for four 
hours.

There ore also Mean small home inelurs- 
tries, mainiy spinning and weaving. ‘The 
making of tapestey and brocudes, although 
declining in importance, was once one of the 
major handicrafts of the city, This old in- 
dustry ts said to have been introduced from 
Fukien:‘some 500 veurs ago. Now that the 
well-to-do classes are taking rupidly to for- 
eign clothing, however, this picturesque 
home industry tends to. disappear, 


TAPESTRY MAKING AND WEAVING 


At the time of the first Ming emperor 
Hung We u (1365), there were more than 
7.000 n-weaving machines in the 
city; to y there ore fewer than 200. 
About a third of them are not operated 
at all ond the remainder work only spas- 
modically, between the Tomb Festival wane 
the arrival of winter. 

These machines, most of which are rather 
primitive, are operated by 93. families, 
nearly oll of whom are members uf the 
Nanking Weavers’ Trade Union, 

Another indigenous industry is the mk- 
ing of newwlles, one of the staple foods of 
China, especially in the north. ‘Their manu- 
facture is carried on in small shops scattered 
throughout the city. Most of the work. is 
done by band, although more and more mi- 
‘Chines are being used, Divogh is fed into a 
machine which presses it inte thinner and 
thinner sheets and then cuts it into narrow 
Strips (pate 205}, 

Noodle connoisseurs claim that the ma- 
chine-made noodles are not so good of the 
old-fashioned handmade Viriety, as the 
dough ts not sufficiently well kneaded, De- 
spite opposition, however, more and more 
noodles ate manufactured by machinery. 

Other industries fur which Nanking has 
won fame are the making of fans ond the 
minifactune of porcelain. Both of these 
industries were very well developed for- 
merly, bit now have fallen on lean times. 

Nanking’s chief exports are silk stuffs, 
sheep jl dog skins, peas and broad heans. 
fans, feathers, ruwhicles, trugs, and salted 
luTTips. smeng the most important inpart 
items are cotton and woolen cloth, cigars 
and cigarettes, kerosene ofl, und sugar.

printing press were helping to ingugurate 
our modem age), the Incas gradually built 
cM a solidly organized realm of amazing

| reflected that, in a period equal to that 
hetween the arrival of Columbus in the 
Antilles and our own Mexican War, a fam- 
ily of American Indians had created an 
empire worthy to be compared with the 
reaims of Alexunder, of (uesar, of Charle- 
nine, oF of Napolein; an empire, more. 
over, Which outshone others because its 
henevolent and sagacious ruling caste, the 
[neas, strove successfully to anake all their 
subjects prosperous ond happy within the 
bourns of their Indian culture. 
Speculation has attributed to the Ines 
aut their subjects various fantastic origins. 
But modern -science knows that bath were 
American Indians who, by their exceptional 
ability in making wse of their nateral sur- 
riundings, succeeded in building up a great 
Americun Indian civilization The troth 
here, as so often elsewhere, makes a pro- 
found appeal to the unagination and to the 
universal desire for romance and herolem, 


QUECHUA-SPEAKING LLAMA HEHDERS 


Please note, however, the phrase “the 
Incas and their subjects." The Incas were 
not o whole peuple, as were the Mayo. 
In reality, about 1100 A. [),, the Incas were 
a small tribe of Quechia-speaking Mama 
herders dwelling dna cold and lofty plain 
some leagues southwest of Cuzco. Their

Pointing aloft to that radiant figure, 
which seemed to be a part of the-sun fallen 
ta earth, the astute strategists persuaded 
the wonder-struck multitude that the shin- 
ing hoy was the Son of the Sun, to whom 
their entire allegiance was die. 

Thus Sinchi Roca (War Chief Roce), 
who may be dated between 1100 and 1140 
A. D., the first really historic ruler af the 
Inca dynasty, wis decepted tw the dwellers 
in Cusco as a divine monarch sent to govern 
and protect them. By gaining thelr rever- 
ence and loyalty, Sinchi Roca formed the 
nucleus of what was to become a mighty 
empire, | 

As | have hinted, there were other 
legends concerning Inca ongins; the version 
eiven here is that which seems mest nearly 
nuthentic. A curious aspect of it is the 
incestious mirtiage between Manes Capac 
and his sister, Mama Oello., Tt may hove 
been a custom of the primitive Incas, as 
this legend implies; or it may be an element 
inserted into the legend much later when, 
the Empire having grown great and its 
rulers prove of their sacred) bho, sister- 
marriage became obligatory, 

At any rate, the Incas, from Sinchi Roca 
down to Pachacutec, the eighth Inca, seem 
not to have married their sisters; rather, 
they allied themselves with the daughters 
of powerful chiefs whose friendship thev 
needed. Not until their might became so 
étrong that such support could no longer 
enhanee it dicl the historic [neas, vege iram inne 
with Tupac Yupandui, revive or initiate the 
pructice of wedding their sisters to preserve 
the holy purity of their blood (page 249), 


THE BUILDING OF THE INCA REALM 
Only from an airplane high above the 


majestic mountain pAnOTAMa can one 
clearly understand the magnitude of the 
empire- building accomplished by the Inca 
dynasty. From such alofty viewpoint one 
sees the enilless, tumbled ranges af the 
Andes. flanked on the west by a long strip 
of coastal desert crossed hy occHsional 
green bands marking the course of a west- 
ward-llowing stremm, and on the east by a 
vast jungle world stretching away toward 
the Atlantic, 

The huge area wherein the Incas shaped 
their Henpare was one of infinite diversity, 
comprising innumerable divisions and sub- 
(livistons separated by all but impassable 


barriers: deep chasms carved by rushing 
rivers, leaping ranges of peaks to be crossed 
only by difficult passes where the air is thin 
and niercingly cold, deserts where all things 
shrivel wider the onslaught of the sun. 

Left to themselves, the innumeruble peo- 
ples of the highlands ane of the coast wrnulrl 
never have coalesced into an empite. Fach 
tribe, ensconced in its compact valley home, 
would have gone on indefinitely living on 
the produce of its fields anc llama heriis 
with no thonght for the world beyord 
the miumtains. Tree, suncdey chiefs here 
wel there, especially on the cowst, sue- 
ceeded in forming confederacies and king- 
doms of some extent, but none knew how 
to build an empire on the scale that the 
Incas achieved (puges 227, 245, 242, 243). 

We should not lose sight, however, wf 
the fact that the Incas began thet career 
in a very modest way. At the end of the 
reign of Sinchi Roca thelr realm was a 
sinall and close-knit kingdom which m- 
cluded (Cuzco and the country aroundl ft, 
The southern frontier wac La Raya Pass, 
at the head waters of the Urubamba River, 
into which, after rushing throwsh Cuzco, 
the Huatanay River flows, 

At this pass, in the Vilcanota Range, a 
defensive wall of uncut stones laid in clay 
wies- found to run east-west ocross the 
nss. In aull likelihood it had marked the 
boundary, in pre-Tnea tines, between. the 
Quechua-speaking people to the north of it 
and the (olla-speaking folk of the Titicaca 
Basin to the south, The wall itself and the 
Tourh-stene hewses for its defenders may 
still be seen. 

Small though it was, the tealm which 
Sinchl Roca left at his death must have 
been perfectly organized internally, and 
nven then the chief care of the ruler was 
to ensure the well-being of his subjects and 
thus make them his zealous supporters. 
To de less would have belied the sacred 
character to which he pretended, 


“LEFT-HANDED ONE OF PIOUS ACTIONS” 


The second Inca, Lloque Yupanqui (Left- 
handel! One Whe will be Renowned for 
Pies Actions), ruled from about 1140 ‘to 
about 1195, 

Having begun his retin by inspecting all 
parts of his realm and vistting all the cure- 
rae (chieftains) who were his vassals, this 
Toca passed bevond the Vilcanota wall and 
came to grips with the Collas (also called 
Avmaras), a sturdy folk who were creating

n stale not dissimilar to the Incu’s own. 
By skillfully combining diplomatic blun- 
dishments with martial force, Inca Lloque 
Vupanqui brought into his. realm the north- 
ern half of the ‘Titicaca region. He then 
proceeded to urgatiae it in accordance with 
the [oca policies of merciful rule and of 
justice for all. Paar 
Thus he made the newly won territories 
an integral part of his realm. At his death 
Incadom was equal in extent to Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, and Rhode Islind to- 
Mayta Capac (Diligent Great One), whe 
riled from about 1195 to about 1230, con- 
tinued his father's policies am! his con 
quests. On reaching the ruins of Tiahua- 
nace, near the-southern end of Lake Titi- 
ctca, Mayta Capac beheld the vestiges of 
an otchitectural style far superior to the 
construction of rough stone laid in clay, 
hitherto the anly one known to the Incas, 
He saw, as we may see today, superbly 
cut and carved stones held tngether when 
necessary by copper clamps let into sockets 
shaped for their reception (pare 250)." 
The practical hessons-to be derived from 
this superior téechnology—which had been 
practiced some centuries before by the peo 
ple of the ‘Tiahuanace Empire (A. D. 600- 
900)—were not thrown away upon Inca 
Muyta Capac, He seems to have had a 
veritable genius for engineering and archi- 
tecture; From the methods of building 
which he studied at Tiahuanaco arose a 
vastly improved Inea architecture. 
Likewise this great engineer was the first 
Ince to build a suspension bridge of stout 
aloe cables swung from massive pliers of 
masonry (Plate V). Thefameof this bridge 
spread far and wide, much increasing his 
iiready high prestige among the tribes. 
Mayta Capac also was the first Inca to 
cross the maritime cordillera amet te bead! his 
army down into the coast country. There he 
had to contend not only with men but also 
with the hot, dry, dense air of the lowlands. 
Ta the lurge-lunged mountain folk. the 
cust is very irving, and so. Mayta Capac 
bezan to use a system which was later 
brouht to high perfection by his succes- 
sors, He divided his large army into sec- 
tions, each ef which served only a short 
time on the coast and afterwards went back 
to the mountains to recuperate.

Typical of his policy was his treatment 
of the wizards who had Jong been practicing 
their arts in that region, Instead of trying 
to suppress them and thereby driving them 
underground, he recognized them as a pro- 
fessional clase whom the people might con- 
sult freely. Doubtless he argued that their 
spells might do a little good and that they 
certainly were not strong enough to do 
much harm. 

In a relatively short reign, from about 
1230 te about 1250, the fourth Inca, Capac 
Yupancui, continued his father's conquests 
en the cast and so increased the realm that 
ut his death it was equal to New England, 
New York, and New Jersey combined, He 
improved the internal organization and in 
veneral cubed wisely. 


CHANCAS WEEE FORMIDABLE FOES 


Inca Rocn. about 1250 to L315, wishing 
to expand his empire in a northerly direc- 
tion through the highlonds, found the way 
barred by the most formidable foe the Incas 
had yet encountered. 

These were the Chancas,.a people of for- 
est-oountry origin who had come up. into 
the highlands north of Cuzco from the 
eastern jungles, They were terrifically 
fierce, inordinately ambitious, and maclly 
courugeous. Inca Roca early became aware 
that they were implacable foes of his house: 
for, in bis encounters with them, he was 
far from suecessful. Thus the Chancas 
became o black and menacing clowd on the 
northern horizon of Ineadom. 

Nor was his son, Vahuar Huaceac (He 
Who Weeps Blood), a man ft to contront 
a peril so grave as that personified by 
the Chancas, This, the sixth Inca, who 
ruled about 1315-1347, seems to have been 
cursed from his childhood onward either 
hy sere malady or else by some other evil 
influence, We know, at any rate, that he 
was the only Inca who wus feckless and 
cowardly, 

Modern psychologists would probably ex- 
plain him in terms of an inferiority com- 
plex because of unfortunate events in his ex- 
treme youth. However that may have been, 
the Chanca menace increased mightily in 
his time. 

Finally it became evident that something 
drastic would have to be done, The Chan- 
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to oppose an enemy so redoubtable, First 
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THE OUELLING OF THE CHANCAS 


Presently the Chanca horde came-swoop- 
Ing down the pass into the plain, thei 
trumpets: and drums resounding defiantly, 
their voices shrieking warlike cries, “The 
hatte was joined, and for Many hours the 
lines of strugeling warriors swayed back 
and forth, plying star-headed clubs, juve- 


lins, slings, and knives of flint or bronze, 
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Hs men and him- 
self slaving many 2 foeman, At last the 
ide turned definitely in the Ince’ favor 
and the Chances: bepan to retreat, Only 
then did the prince's besittint allies, who 
had been waiting to see whem fortune would 
approve, join in with the Inca troops, As 
these new contingents came up, the prince 
und his men, in their triumph, shouted to 
the @nerhny, “Behold! The very bushes ond 
rocks of the plain are becoming soldiers to 
defend our Father the Sun!" 

To the Chaneas it seemed to be so in 
very truth, Ther retreat became: flight 
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and their flight became headlong rout, 
Ponce Hatun ‘Tupac had saved the day 
and ‘so pssured the future of his dynasty. 
Thereupon, to griteful temembrance, he 
look the name of his counselor, the ood 
Viracocha, and by it he is best known in 
Inca history.

EMPEROR AND PHILOSOPHER 

Such was tifein the Inca realm at its best 
time, This is the period which Mr, Herget 
so truthfully shows us in his admirable 
minting herewith. 

Pachacutec's days were passed in the aus- 
tere majesty of massive masonry palaces, 
at Cuzco an! in many other places, Huge 
courts were thronged with colorfully clad 
retainers whose sole ambition was to hy 
down their tives for him. Flowers, brilliant 
featherwork, superb tapestries of vicutia 
wool in lustrous bites, vessels and oma- 
ments of gold, and all that wae fairest of 
the handicrafts of his subjects adorned the 
stately niche-lined apartments where he 
dwelt when not campaigning at the head of 
his armies, . 

Fortunitely, many of these things have 
survived from his day into ours and may 
be seen in museums in Peru, Ecuador; and 
Kolivia, as well as in our own country and 
in many another of which Pachacutec 
never heard, 

Aside fret all his surrounding splendor, 
the Emperor Pachucutec was a great soul, a 
noble philosopher whose heart held charity 
for his fellow men. Many of his sayings 
have been preserved for us by Indian and 
Spanish chroniclers, Among them are these: 

Envy i a worm thet gnaw: and consumes 
the entraiis of the envious. 

Trt is very just thet he who b a thief should 
be pot to death, Adulterers, who destroy the

CRIME AND PUNISHMENT 

such words ws these, stern but fundamen- 
tally magnanimous, reveal to us that the 
Incaic mind was not wont to compromise 
with wrongdoing. Crime and punishment 
were not, indeed, unknown among the sub- 
jects of the Sons of the Sun, After all, they 
were human beings. 

If vagabonds and other mischievous per- 
sons were fogged with a sling for a minor 
offense and hanged by the feet until they 
were dead for a grove one, there was also 
a strong humanitarian note in the law's 
differentiation between a robbery from 
malice aforethought, for which the per- 
petrator was duly punished, and a robber 
committed to. obtain food badly needed. 
For this, chastisement was inilicted, not 
upon the thief, but pon the official whose 
duty it was to forestall need so grievous! 

The prisons maintained by the Tneas for 
punishing criminals of all classes, espe- 
cially traitors and nobles who shirked their 
high duties, were terrible places filled with 
poisonous snakes and other horrors: but, 
so the old chroniclers tell us, they were 
almost always empty of human inmates, 

‘achacutec also was a daring original 
thinker, Before an assembly of the priests 
of Inti (the Sun) he once reasoned out the 
existence of a god still higher than. the 
Sun. He pointed out the manner in which 
that luminary always follows a set path, 
performs fefinite tasks, and keeps certain 
hours as does a laborer, He showed that 
the solar radiance can be dimmed by any 
passing cloud, The sun must, Pachacuter 
argued, havea master who is master also 
of all created things. 

He ended by proclaiming to the priests 
the omnipotence of the counselor of his 
father, the Supreme Deity, the Creator-God 
Viracocha, He ordained, however, that the 
worship of Viracocha should be confined to 
the ruling caste, as being too subtle and 
sublime fer ordinary folk, and he com- 
manded that the people be taught that Inti 
was the greatest of the gods,

The Sapa Ince was bore along the 
roids in his marniicent litter which rested 
ah the shoulders of specially trained bearers, 
While noblemen prowdly carried the poles 
which upheld the gorgeous canopy. 

Whenever the imperial litter halted, the 
multitude of the [nca’s subjects cried aloud: 
“Most high Lord, child of the Sun, thou 
art the sole and belowed Lord, ‘The whole 
earth truly obeys thee,” 

Naturally enough, the privilege of travel- 
Ing by litter was reserved to the very hich- 
eit persons, to the Sapa Inca himseli and 
his empress, to the governors. or vicerovs of 
the four prand provinces which mare up 
the Realm of the Four United Paris, as the 
Empire was officially sivled, and to: spe- 
clally favored conquered kings or comspicu- 


ously successtul penerals whom the [ncn 
wished to honor,

WHmereLESS  MESS4IORS BY FIRE 


For special emergencies when greater 
than. usual speed was required, there were 
beacon fires upan mountain-tops which, by 
means of a system of signaling now un- 
knuWwh, Were Used to transmit messiire: 
Over enormous distances in an imcredibly 
short time. 

Such were the bonds of transport and of 
adtninistrative control, They siufticed to 
hold the empire of Pachacutec solidly to 
hi person, The Inca could not suspect 
that, alter his time, the Empire would grow 
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vals which were held throughout the year. 
It was all seemingly simple as. compared 
with modern calendars and astronomical 
observatories; yet [t seryed the ancient Pe 
ruvians well, and thus they measured time 
nearly-as-accurately as we db, 

Nar was the agricultural technique of the 
Incas and their people less well ocapterl 
to their needs. The plowing season wis 
apleniniy inaugurated every year by the 
Inca in person, using a golden, plow on cer- 
tain Fields of the Sun above Cuzco. More- 
over, in the garden of the Sun ‘Temple, 
Coritancha, now the Monastery of Santo 
Domingo in Cuxco (pages 227 and 243), all 
food crops, flowers, and shrubs, and even 
all insects and butteriiies, were imitated in 
delicately wrought gold, as if for the en- 
couragement of Nature herself, 

Qrdinary farmers employed plows” of 
heavy wood, with footrests and handles 
(Vlate VI). The work of preparing the 
furrows was done by human strength alone, 
for the haughty and. intractable Ilama, 
though he will carry up to LOO pounts on 
his back, has never yel permitted himself 
to be harnessed as a draft animal; and, if 
his log) is too great, even by a trifle, to 
please him, he will, in the words of an old 
chronicler, “turne round his head and ejecte 
from his mouthe a wounderfol stinking 
water” (Plate HT). | 

Like their modern descendants, the hus- 
handmen of Inca days knew the value of 
fish heads ae fertilizer, and they of the 
coast also made use of guano brought from 
the bird islands off the shore, For weeding 
and tending the growing crops a variety 
of simple but effective tools was usec. 
Their keamuay still be seen on many an In- 
dian farm. 

A HERITAGE OF ARCHITECTURE 

It is in their architecture, however, that 
the applied science of the ancient Peruvians 
mov best be seen today. Whether it be in 
the stupendous megalithic masonry of Fort 
a naman, above Cinmes, or in the beau- 
tifully regular courses of the best walls at 
Machu Picchu and countless other sites 
throughout Incaland, we see the result of 
endless putionce and of astonishing struc- 
turn) skill, 

All building was done, we must remem- 
her, with no machines beyond the inclined 
plane, the crowbar, and perhapsa rudimen- 
tary form of the pulley. 

For the rest, the Incaic masons depended 
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on stone or brome knives, infinite amounts 
of human strength exerted in polishing and 
erinding with sand and water, and on con- 
certed pulling af materials along the grout 
by large numbers of men. It is extremely 
doubtful that even the crudest form of 
rollers was used or known of, 

Yet everyone agrees that the best archi- 
tecture of ancient Peru ts impressive. tn 
the early days of trough stones laid in clay, 
i stvle- which continued to be used in com- 
mon structures, it was. crude enough, But, 
as weohave noted, Mayta Capac learned at 
Tithuanaco superior methods of comstruc- 
tion, and his successors continued the preg- 
fess which he began, Under Pachacutec 
the present glorinus curved walls of Cori- 







concha (the Temple of the Sun in Cusco), 
at Pic, at Machy Picchu, and at many 
other pluces, marked the final stage of 
architectural development. 

Lacking the carved otniteness of Mexi- 
can and Miva buildings, the structures 
made in the Inca period depend for their 
effect on balance anc propertion, Taper- 
ing doorways with monolithic lintels, simi- 
lar windows und niches, serve to break up 
surfaces which would otherwise be too plain 
to be sightly. 


wea “coLONTAL PouIcyY" 


On the coast, where sun-baked clay was 
the chief material for building, stepped 
pyramids with gaily painted terraces sup- 
ported the temples and the mansions of 
the great chiefs (Plate VIL), Humbler folk 
lived in waliled houses of many colors.. In 
both coast and highlands roots were made 


of thatch; but, to fudge by a few surviving 


examples, it war so exquisitely made as 
almest to rival the masonry, 

Characteristic of the merciful sagactty of 
the Incas was their system of “colones,” 
base] on an amazing knowledge of the im- 
portance of geographic factors. Either o 
tribe long accustomed to Toca rule was 
moved to some newly conquered regina, 
where they taught the inhabitants the ways 
of the Inca house, of a newly vanquished 
people was moved en mane to a district 
whose denizens would be their teachers. 
In either case the physical quality of the 
place to which the colonists were to be sent 
wis always 06 similar 25 possible to that of 
their homeland, | 

To acquire the knowledge of geography 
necessary for such a procedure, the Incas 
used relief maps, executed in colored clay,

THE COMING OF TIZAREO 


As might have been expected, Hudscar 
and Atahualpa speedily went to war with 
Une oniother to wain the ancient supremacy, 
When, a few vears later, Francisco Pizarro 
(page 226) led his tiny band of Spanish 
niiventurers into the land, Huascar was al- 
ready a prisoner, and his half-brother was 
enjoying a usurped and transitery grandeur 
as Sule Inca. 

The story of how Pizarro captured him 
hy a trick, wrung from him the promise of 
a roomful of fold (worth well over 33 ,000,- 
000) by way of ransom, and finally con- 
demned him to death after it had been 
honorably paid, bas been graphically told 
by Prescott and by many others. 

At length, in 1533, Atahualpa, whem all 
eve- witnesses disicritns as a grave and mia- 
jestic monarch, handsome im person and 
very proud, was gartoted amid the discon- 
solute wailing of bis wonen and vassals. 

With him died not only the Inca Empire 
but also an entire and onique politico-so- 
cial philosophy and ao civilization based 
upon the happiness of all, Money hist and 
gold hunger entered Peru along with (hris- 
tianity, and the long struggle began be- 
tween the just and fair intentions of beth 
the Church and the King of Castile, anc the 
determination of all too many individuals 
to wring as much wealth as possible from 
the Indians in the shortest possible tome. 


THE INCAS’ SPIRIT STILL WALKS 


Inca civilization was not, as many supe 
pose, utterly obliterated. Rather, hecause 
of the Liberal attitude of the Roman Cath- 
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olic (Church, of the kings of Castile, and of 
the best men among the enneuercrs, it wis 
blended with Spanish colonial civiixstion. 
The same thing happened wherever Spain 
ruled—in Central America, in Mexico, and 
nm our own Southwest. 

Today, iti what was Incaland, the de- 
scendants of the Incas’ subjects still con- 
stitute some 65 per cent of the total popu- 
lation: about 30 per cent are people of 
mixed blood; and the remainder are of pure 
Spanish blood, Civilixation is compounded 
of about equal proportions of Indian “and 
Spanish elements with, of qourse, a. consid- 


erable addition derived from ultramodern 


internitional culture, inchicding autome- 
hiles, radios, and airplanes, 

Thus it comes about that, to this dav, 
in many a remote Andean village, while 
the soit, opiltscent evening is closing in, 
we may become aware that an Indian con- 
cert is in progress in the squire. Drawing 
near, we see that the instruments are pure 
Inca in kind: flutes, Panpipes, clay tromyp- 
ets, drums, andl rattles. They combine to 
Cutt up a pulsating Music at onee excit- 
ing and contagious, filling the mind with 
thoughts of bygone times,

come to the dance, until the whole adult 
population of the village i is trending an an- 
tique and stately measure under the silver- 
bright radiance of Mama Qutlla, the mon.
